HUNDREDS PERISH IN FLAMES 
ON JUNKS IN WOOCHOW HARBOR 


Wative Craft Ate Packed Together at 
Celebration of New Year by the Ce- 


--Jestials. 

CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

HONGKONG, March 7.—Three hundred 
persons perished in a fire some time ago 
among the native craft off Woochow, in tho 
province of Quangsee, 180 miles above Can- 
ton, where thousands had cotigregated to 
celebrate the new year. 

An immense number of celebrants were liv- 
ing aboard sampans and junks, which were 
packed on the river. Fire that was used for 
cooking ignited a boat and the flames spread 
to the vessels on all sides.

FILIPINO JUSTICE UNDER ARREST 


Tries to Start Revolution in Albay Prov- | 


ince by Wild Harangue and Is 
Promptly Locked Up. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

MANILA, March 7.—Justice of the Peace 
Toribio of Meriveles has been arrested on 
the charge Of sedition. It appears he was the 
head of a conspiracy to start a revolution, 
and he addressed a wild appeal to Sefior San- 
tos, the governor of the province of Albay, 
in southern Luzon, boasting of his strong 
following and urging the towns secretly to 
prepare to overwhelm the scouts and con- 
stabulary and kill the American oppressors 
and neutral natives. Sefior Santos informed 
the government and Toribio was immediately 
taken into custody. 

St. Louis Judge Captures Ship. 

St. Louis, Mo., March 7.—Advices have just 
been received from Manila of the exploits of 
Judge Adolph Wislizenus, formerly a police 
court judge of St. Louls.and now a justice 
in the island of Cebu. Recently he pursued 
and captured an American commercial ves- 
sel that was leaving with three Filipino girls 
forcibly detained on board, rescued the girls, 
and fined the captain 2,500 pesos, 

The ship was the United States barkentine 
Chehalis, owned and commanded by P. M. 
Simpson of Oregon. When it cleared from 
Cebu the cry was raised that three Filipino 
girlie had been carried away. <A cutter over- 
hauled the ship, but the girle could not be 
found aboard. 

Then Judge Wislizenus, hearing the report, 
adjourned court, buckled on a revolver, sum-- 
moned armed native officials and pursued the 
barkentine ina launch. He overhauled the 
ship, finding the -three girls in a 
brought* the captain to land, charged him 
with abduction, and fined him.

Honolulu Chemist Testifies That Exam- 


{nation Showed Strychnine in 
Stomach and Intestines. 


HONOLULU, March 7.—When the inquest 
into the death of Mrs. Jane L. Stanford was 
resumed today the first witness called was 
R. A. Duncan, food commissioner and chem- 
ical analyst to the board of health. He tes- 
tified that three analyses of the bottle of bi- 
carbonate of soda found in Mrs. Stanford's 
room had been made, and that it wae esti- 
mated that in the bottle were forty-three 
grams of bicarbonate of soda and that the 
bottle contained half a\grain of strychnine, 
He continued: 

“ We examined a portion of the contents of 
the stomach, with a negative result for 
strychnine. We further examined one kid- 
ney and some of the contents of the Intes- 
tines, but were unable to separate any poison 
from the sybstances; yet we obtained the 
color reaction characteristic of strychnine, 
We then combined all the remaining organs, 
including the liver, and found that a test of 
an extraction gave the same results as the 
intestines—namely: the color reaction tndica- 
tive of strychnine. 

“ The test we the

tained is not protiuced except by strychnine.”

Disorder All Over the City. 

There were disorderly outbreaks along the 
lines all over town today. The worst was 
at the One Hundred and Twenty-‘ifth street 
station om the Third Avenue elevated road, 
where motormen were so threatened and 
bulldozed that they did not always dare to 
stop their trains. Several trainmen were 
pulled off their trainee and kicked by a gang 
of strikers who rushed out at Sulzer’s Harlem 
River park, where a meeting was going on, 
and attacked a newspaper reporter on the 
ground that he was a spy and threw him on 
the elevated raliroad tracke. 

The towerman at Fulton street locked him- 
self in his tower and was besieged by a for- 
mer Interborough itnespector with a revolver. 
There were minor fisticuffs on many of the 
elevated trains and a great many about the 
car barnes at Lenox avenue and One Hundred 


“strike breakers” deserted the company 
and went into the unfone. 

The Interborough managers complained to 
Police Commissioner McAdoo that incidents 
such as scaring motormen at the Third ave- 
mue and One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
street station were due to the inactivity of 
the police. They said that the interference 
with the trains was malicious mischief, such 
as cutting bell ropes, amd could only occur 
through the complaisance of the police. 


Police Told to Use Force. 
McAdoo at once issued an order in which 


he told the police they must repress all dis- 


order “by the use of force if necessary.” 

On the other hand, the strikers sent a com- 
mittee to McAdoo complaining that the police 
on duty at the subway elevated stations were 
all toe ready to help the company out of its 
troubles by giving directions to passengers In 
opening the gates and helping gatemen shut 

them, and otherwise performing a duty 
which is-not police duty. McAdoo said he 
would look into the matter. 

Adjt. Gen, Roe went to the mayor and 
offered the service of the national guard for 
the repression of disorder. The mayor said 
he left the matter-of keeping order altogether 
to his commissioner of police. Gen. Roe 
then sent Gen. George F. Wingate to Mc- 
| Adoo, who replied that the police were well 
able to take care of the situation and needed 
no military aid.~ 

Mails Are Delayed; Protest. 

The Interborough people complained to 
Marshal Henkel that the United States mails 
are being seriously delayed by the conduct 
of the strikers at One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth street and Third avenue, while the city 
police are complacent. 

Henkel probably will serve notice on the 
strikers tomorrow that they must let the 
mails go through or get up against forces of 
the United States. 

The surface cars in Manhattan carry 
around 1,500,000 persons daily under normal 
conditions. Today 2,000,000 or more tried to 
get aboard them. The result was that on 
every line the conditions were maddening to 
the employés and passengers. The people 
not only filled the cars to the point of abso- 
lute danger, but climbed on the top, hung to 
the back and front platforms, and took their 
lives in their hands in their eagerness to get 
to work. 


Subway Better than “L.”’ 

The subway stood the test of the stgike bet- 
ter than the elevated linea. The express 
trains were abandoned, but the local trains 
traveled at a rate which agreeably surprised 
the folks who used them. 

The elevated railroad service during the 
greater part of the day was almost 4 neglible 
factor in up and down town travel. The west 
side lines, particularly the Sixth avenue, had 
better service than the east side lines. The 
conditions varied on the different lines at dif- 
ferent times from a trath every fifteen min- 
utes or so to a train an hour. 

Between 4 and 6 o'clock in the afternoon 
the company practically ceased to operate 
the trains on the elevated. 

Tonight the east side elevated lines below 
the city hall were out of business. No Sec- 
ond or Third avenue trains left the south 
ferry after 7 p. m., and only eight trains wehT 
north from the south ferry on the Second and 
Third avenue lines all day. 

Up to midnight the trains on the wesc side 
lines left the south ferry under ten minutes’ 
headway; but most of them started empty 
except for policemen. 


Steam Cars Crowded, Too. 

The Grand Central station was swamped 
with people who wanted to take the steam 
cars to their homesin Harlem and the Bronx. 
These usually ride om the elevated or the 
subway. Every time a train woukl be an- 
nounced there was a mad surge toward that 
gate. Swooning women were dragged alpng, 
and those caught in tne rush fell over pieces 
of baggage which were bost in the shuffle as 
men whirled round and round in the whiri- 


pool,

The judges of the Circuit court of Cook 
county are filled with indignation because

The clerks have been supplied with 
slips on which they are to keep a record 
of all judgments entered, cases considered, 
orders made, and motions heard by the 
various judges, and the number of days 
they are absent from duty each month. 
The method. adopted by President Bruh- 
dage certainly is crude. A large and im-

| courtroom. If he perform his ddty well 
he spends many long and laborious hours 
‘in his closet cracking hard legal nuts, study- 
ing and comparing the precedents’ coutisel 
have cited, and maturing and preparing his 
opinions. The judge who spends the most 


judge. He may let proceedings drag and 
accomplish hardly anything... The judge 
who enters the most judgments may not be 
the most praiseworthy official. All his nu- 
‘merous decisions, from being hastily ar- 
rived at, may be wrong. 

Bat, while the measure of judicial worth 
and usefulness which President Brundage 
has applied is not the begt which could be 
imagined, it may, after all, mete out a rough 
kind of justice. It does not follow, because 
a judge spends only a litttle time upon the 
bench and transacts only a small amount 
f of business there, that he is devoting a great 
‘deal of time to study and that all his de- 
cisions will be approved by the higher 
courts.. The experience of lawyers will 
bear out the statement that the opposite is 
the case, and. that the judge who spends 
the most hours and accomplishes. the most 
and best results in his courtroom is gen- 
erally.the one who labors hardest and long- 
est in his library to prepare himself for his 
»court work. The judge who ‘works hard 
both over his books and on his bench may 
not be able to devote many days or weeks 
annually to hunting ducks, but his services 
as a’ Nimrod could.possibly be dispensed 
with if he would attend properly to the 
business of his court. 

Even though Mr.. Brundage’s measure of 
judicial usefulness were much cruder than 
it is; what right would the judges have to 
kick against its application? They are 
public officials. They draw salaries from 
the public treasury. They are responsible 
to the people. What reasonable objection 
can they, therefore, bring against the peo- 
ple being informed occasionally as to what 
they aré doing? If they choose to supple- 
ment the monthly report concerning what 
they have done in their courtrooms 
with reports of their own, showing what 
they have done outside them, nobody will 


object. 

The demand of the time is for publicity, 
and the courts and their judges, if they 
wish to play fair, will not we a. that they 
are too exalted for publicity. 


RUSSIANS AND THE WAR. . 

All Japan is watching with one thought 
the progress of events in northern Manchn- 
ria. There is a unanimous hope that Oyama 
will triamph, and the Russian armies, if not 
captured, driven headlong back to Harbin. 
Japan is a unit, and for that reason, among 
others, has been so uniformly successful. 

‘In Raossia there is no such harmony of 
sentiment. There are multitudes of ignorant 
peasants who hardly know why there is a 
war or where it is being fought, and are 
indifferent to defeats and victories alike. 
Educated Russians, who know about the war 
and its causes, hear with concealed pleasure 
of the mishaps of the imperial armies. If 
Gen. Kouropatkin were to suffer a crushing 
defeat they would endure it most philosophi- 
cally. For they reason that the bureaucracy, 
not Russia, is carrying on the war, and that 
every Japanese victory is a triumph over 
the bureaucracy, which, if it continue to 
meet with disasters, will be so weakened that 
it will have to yield to the demands of the 
people. On the other hand, if Kouropatkin | 
were to get the better of Oyama, the bureau- 

cracy would be strengthened. So the Rus- 
sian liberals feel that Oyama is fighting their 
battles.

BANK LOANS ARR FEWER 


INDUSTRIES BECOMING ABLE TO 
‘FINANCE THEMSELVES. 


Little Likelihood That Western Insti- 
tutions ‘win Get High Interest 
Rates Soon-—State Bank Increases 
Dividend — Denial That . Glucose 
Company Has Stopped Dividends— 
Competition for the United States | 
Leather Company. | 


A. few of the banks are expressing the 
opinion that money will be in better demand 
within the next thirty days. They find now 
a slightly improved inquiry, and it is upon. 
this fact that they base their confidence in 
a firming of rates in the west. 

But it may be doubted whether the western 
banks are to enjoy anything like what they 
term rates. Corporate industries and 
individual industries appear to be getting 
away from the banks and to be able to finance 
their own needs. The great crops which the 
country has enjoyed have made a surplis of 
wealth that is general and has continued to 
grow. The largest merchant in Chicago does 
not borrow at the banks, because the profits 
of his business enable him to be a lender in- 
stead of a borrower. Whatis true of this one 
particular business is becoming gradually 
characteristic of other lines, due to the gen- 
eral distribution of wealth. The borrowers 
in the farming regions of the west are not 
what they once were to the country banker. 

The complaint from western institutions is 
lack of demand, just as it is with the banks 
at reserve centers. The individual is becom- 
ing well to do, and by’so much is independent 
of banking credit. The banks in turn have 
become purchasers of bonds, and it is sur- 
prising to find that westetn institutions 
which ten years ago did not know what 4 
pond was, from the bank investment poin* 
.of view, are now carrying lines of such se- 
curities. The banks are rapidly becoming 
the large bondholders of the country. 


State Bank Increases Dividend. 
Directors of the State Bank of Chicago 
met yesterday and deciared a quarterly divi- 


an increase in the bank's dividend rate from 
ry to 8 per cent. 

However, the earnings for 1904, after lib- 
eral charging off, were equal to 18 per cent 
rom the capital stock, so that the increase 
woted yesterday is a conservative one. The 
comet te has about $7,000,000 savings de- 
substantially $13,000,000. It has probably 
had a considerable increase since that date. 


New York Glucose Company. 

A large stockholder in the Corn Products | 
company wired yesterday to New York con- 
cerning the announcements whieh have been 
made that the New York Glucose company 
bas ceased paying dividends on its stock. 

The answer received was to the effect that 
the dividends were still being paid and that 
the announcements were erroneous. 

The dividend suspension story has been 
in circulation for about three weeks, and 
the Wail Street Journal ten days ago quoted 
an Official as confirming the ahnouncement. 
Corn Products stock was weak yesterday, 
the preferred selling off to 76%.

Frank Dunn, the well known wheat oper- 
ator, whe feels more at: home as a rule on 
the bull side of the market than on the bear 
side, and can see the ball possibilities of a 
market as quickly a@ any one, came back to 
the floor yesterday from a. winter in Florida 
& decided bear on July wheat, because of 
his observations of the ‘growing: winter 
Wheat crop on his return trip. He wes a 
seller of July wheat from the start, and bis 
selling, coupied with hié report of crop con- 
ditions, bearing out as they aid the promise 
of the Kentucky state report, had a good 
deal to’do with forcing the. break of in. 
the market. ‘‘I have comée‘baek from the 
south at this time of the year for about four 
years,” sald Mr. Dinn. “Last year the 
wheat-fields of Indiana and Mlindis were 
brown and bare, and I bought wheat on their 
appearance. This year I ¢ the Obte 
river at 7 o'clock and watched the fields 
through Indiana and eastern Miinoie from 
the rear car on the Chicago and Hastern 
iilincls road. Wheat was up everywhere, 
and while it was not high looked green and 
flourishing. I did not see a bare spot afy- 
where I could not have covered with my 
hand. I saw absolutely no sign of winter 
kiting, and you cannot make me believe 
that there has: been anything serious in that 
way anywhere in the winter wheat belt, for 
the crop has had the same fine covering of

figure with liberality ome pound will be 
enough for 400 square feet. 
With this, provide for every 400 square feet 


five pounds of the highest grade lawn fer- 
tilizer. The best is that composed of blood, 


‘bone, and potash. Don’t use any cheap grade. 


Have everything ready and the day the snow 
comes mix together the ceed and the fer- 
tilizer and sprinkle the whole evenly over 
the surface. 

This can also be done without waiting for 
the snow if there is an even steady rain 
falling, and the ground is thawed out. Don't 
sow when the surface is frozen, for if you 
do the seed swims into piles and leaves the 
spaces bare where it is the most desirable 
to cover. One of the reasons for advising 
sowing on the snow is that the material fs 
more easily seen and thus can be more even! 
distributed. This is one of the readiest an 
best méthods of renovating lawns, as neither 
raking nor sweeping is necessary.
